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Status of Action 

The prosecution conducted by the prior examiner is less than a model of clarity. 
The new examiner intends to restart prosecution de novo , starting with an election of 
species requirement (presented hereinunder). Accordingly, all outstanding rejections 
and/or requirements should be considered withdrawn at this time (subject to possible 
reinstatement in the future where appropriate). 

Election of Species Requirement 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 1 ) alkalizing agents-and 2) whiteners (peroxides or 
peroxide precursors). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
